I cannot tell you, my Lord, how hap- 
pily I paflfed fix fnonths after Kr Charles's 
anival in Ert^and — He i^s oon^uaUy 
with ni6 — and he feemed to Ihttt out every 
other foul from his hdart or <;onver(at!on* 
The hours we fpent in reading, walk^ 
ing, and playing on various inftruments, 
brought back to my rfertiembrance the 
moft delicious part of frly ftay at •Fairy- 
Hill— and that idea was fufficient to give 
me felicity-^-but thci man I loved was 
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jjpy3i.e (\ tbisn thought) beyond the reach

This letter I fcized with tranfpoit from

Two days after the receijpt of thfe
